ESCHEAT LAW ATTACKED 


Constitntionatitj: of Measure is Culled 


Into QnestioB. 


HARRISBURG-, Feb! 19.—Questions 


affecting the constitutionality : of tb.e 
Pennsylvania escheat laws, passed to 
enable the state to secure many thous- 
ands of dollars' worth of alleged un- 
claimed deposits in. banks, were sub- 
mitted to the Dauphin, county court 
yesterday, a re-argument having been 
held after the original case .was re- 
turned by, the Supreme Court.
